The eventual re- 
tail price change could be higher.

If U. S. Steel Corporation 
and 
ather firms with "captive"

continue to refuse to meet the Lewis 
terms, a strike is almost certain to 
occur at their pits. They produce 
50,000,000 tons annually—about one 
tenth of the nation's output. All of 
their coal goes to stoke the steel 
furnaces. 


The new agreement doubles the 
welfare royalty from 10 cents to 20 
cents per ton of coal mined. This Is 
enough to jneld $100,000,000 a year 
for pensions of $100 a month to ag- 
ing: miners, and to provide hospital 
and medical care and other benefits 
for mining families In distress. 
Airreement Follows Court RuUn; 


The sudden agreement followed a 
court ruling on Tuesday by Justice 
T. Alan Goldsborough which broke 
the long deadlock over spending the 
$45,000,000 which had 
accumulated 
from the 10 cent royalty over the 
past year. Differences between Lewis 
• n d operator trustee Ezra Van Horn 
stymied the pension and other bene- 
fits which the contract called for. 


Goldsborough 
sided

with Lewis in his fight and the op- 
erators were forced to meet 
the 
mine chief's first condition for ne- 
gotiating a new contract—that they 
agree to release the 1947 welfare 
money. 


The estimate of 40-50 cents a ton 
price increase was based on added

Alcoa, CIO Reach 
Wage Agreement; 
Company Ups Price 


Pittsburgh, June 25—(JP)—A new 
wage agreement was reached today 
between the Aluminum Cianpany of 
America and the ClO-Unlted Steel- 
workers union providing pay hikes of 
10 to 16 cents houriy for 18,000 CIO 
workers. 


The aluminum company Immedi- 
ately announced It would Increase its 
basic price for aluminum by one 
cent per pound—the first such in- 
crease In 11 years. 


The current Increase brings the 
price of 89 per cent aluminum pig to 
15 cents per pound, and of the large- 
size »9 per cent Ingot to 16 cents a 
pound. 


"Alcoa is most reluctant to make 
these upward price adiustments," a 
company statement said. . . . Alcoa 
cannot continue to withstand 
the 
effect of advancing cost factors. 


A statement by Pre-ddsnt Philip 
Murray of the steelworkers union 
and the CIO, said the settlement 
provided an average wage Increase 
of 10 per cent. 


Under the agreement, all, terms 
of the present contract are extended 
until May, 1950 with the steelwork- 
ers reserving the right to reopen the 
wage clauses next year. 


The CIO statement 
emphasized 
the steelworkers were "reserving the 
right to strike « i wages and wage 
inequities, in 1949."
